taft Asks ATmTProgram Wait Sensible Plans 
Laborites Lead British Into Bankruptcy Says Churchill 


An Economic 
Crash Is Due, 


Says Leader 


Wolverhampton, Eng., July 


23.—(AP)—Winston Church- 
ill asserted today that the 
British labor government has 
led Britain "into imminent 
peril" of Communism and na- 
tional bankruptcy. 


The conservative party lead- 


er said an economic collapse 
is looming which would "car- 
ry many other nations with 
us into chaos and commu- 
nism." 


In a major policy speech 


prepared for a party rally at 
the Wolverhampton football 
stadium, Churchill declared 
the socialists have failed to 
put forth any effective plan 
to meet the danger. 


The wartime prime minis- 


ter's address came on the 
heels of the conservative par- 
ty's 20,000-word statement of 
policy entitled the "Right road 
for Britain" which was pub- 
lished last night. 


"They have squandered the re- 


sources which had been gathered 
|n the past," said the 74-year-old 
wartime prime minister, "and have 
Darkened and narrowed the future 
•f every man, woman and child in 
Ihis famous island." 


He said every other country west 


of the iron curtain has made a 
better 
postwar 
comeback 
than 


Britain—even 
beaten 
Germany 


and Italy. 


Churchill told'his listeners the 


cure for tbj* cc'intry's condition 
is to "return to a system which 
provides incentives for effort, self- 
denial, initiative and good house- 
keeping." 


And h« promised that the Con- 


servatives will apply the cure it 
they are restored to power in the 
next general election, which must 
b* held between now and mid- 
1950. 


All 40,000 tickets for the soc- 


cer arena of this midland's indus- 
trial city were sold out for Church- 
ill's address, which was billed as 
the major opening gun of the elec- 
tion campaign.

record monthly level of $154,696,- 
000 in June. 


Director Robert C. Goodwin said 


the largest previous total for any 
one month in the history of the law 
was $152,096,345 in March this 
year.

workers received unemployment 
benefits each week in June than 
in May, he said.

The Catholic church and totalitarian communism are 


locked in bitter struggle throughout the world. The chief 
battleground right now is eastern Europe. But why should 
a religious organization be fighting the advocates of a politi- 
cal and economic sv'stem? 
, . , . , . • 
The answer is'that communism, like any totalitarianism 


to the purely practical realm. It fans 


phereVnd seeks to supplant or destroy 


the regular religious authority. 
Catholic leaders therefore see their historic guardianship 


over the spiritual life of millions of Europeans—not to men- 
tion others—threatened wtih extinction. 


The Vatican has tried for a long time to arrive at an 


ideological truce that would allow Catholicism and com- 
munism to live side by side. But the Mindszenty affair m 
Hungary and the current attacks on high churchmen in 
Czechoslovakia convinced the Pope an accord is impossible. 


These events led to a papal decree ordering excommuni- 


cation for all Catholics who join or support the Communist 
party anywhere. It is the heaviest weapon the church has 
-ever'brought into play against a totalitarian system 
Whv do Communists in the predominantly Catholic Eu- 


ropean countries feel it necessary to engage so stubborn a 
foe? The ancw°r ;^ of course, that a dictatorsMp like com- 
munism can'brook' no opposition whatsoever. It demands 
one single overriding loyalty—to the state. Ties of alle- 
giance to church, union, social organization, all these must 
be severed 
For any one of these minor loyalties could serve as a 


rallying point for opposition to the regime, a nucleus for 
the'forces of rebellion. 
. . . . . - 
Above all, Communists are bent upon maintaining them- 


selves in power, wherever they enjoy it. What is more 
sensible, then, than to keep the people in a great shapeless, 
helpless mass? Revolt take organization as well as weapons. 


It should be evident immediately that the Catholic 


church is the toughest possible center of resistance to com- 
munism in eastern Europe. Because it has many million of 
followers, Catholicism wields a power far beyond its mere 
spiritual guidance in one country or another. 


That fact is all we need to remember as we watch the 


Communists work relentlessly to crush this force in Russia s 
European satellites. 
For the sake of Europe's Catholics and all free-worship- 


ine men everywhere, let us hope the Communists somehow 
fail to marshal the strength they need to achieve full success 
in this effort. 


A Footnote on Capitalism 


Mrs Elizabeth Bentley, confessed Communist .courier, 


livened up the halls of Congress in an otherwise quiet Wash- 
ington summer last year. Her tales of spy activity in gov- 
ernment touched off the Hiss-Chambers duel. 


Almost a vear later, the House has just paid the bill for 


It voted to settle up the $526 hotel charge 
rung up against Mrs. Bentley during the 14 days she was 
testifying.

AP Forrtm Af ftUw An»ly»t 
Am«ric»'« ratification 
of the 


North Atlantic treaty bids fair to 
be a tremendous contribution to 
global peace and progress. 


Acceptance by the world's great- 


cat power was essential to endow 
the 12-nation alliance with success. 
Basically the pact is designed to 
Afford powerful mutual defense 
against aggression. It is a com- 
mitment of one for all and all for 
one. 


Without the adherance of the. 


United States, Europe would have 
been thrust headlong into a slough 
of despond — worse off than when 
the pact was proposed, for seven 
nations already had ratified it. The 
powers of aggression would have 
been strengthened. 


A Safeguard 


But the alliance is far more than 


merely a defensive agreement. By 
ensuring peace it will facilitate the 
rehabilitation of western Europe's 
war-shocked countries. And it will 
safeguard the development of our 
democratic way of life which will 
allow us to escape the yoke of 
totalitarianism and maintain the 
status of free men. 


There is nothing: in 
the 
pact 


which conflicts with the spirit of 
the 
United 
Nations. 
However, 


BiEce such an alliance is a unique 
and far-reaching commitment it 
is small wonder that the peoples 
of the 
various countries con- 


cerned, and especially 
we 
ol 


America, should have insisted on 
examining the proposition thor- 
oughly before accepting it. 


As things stand we are not com- 


mitted to any eventuality which 
we wouldn't encounter if there 
were nother major war in Europe. 
It is scientifically possible for rain 
to fall on your neighbor's house 
across the street without falling 


on year*. 
But it'i mighty Im- 


probable. 


By the same token there is vir- 


tually no chance 
of 
America 


escaping involvement in another 
European upheaval. We've learned 
Lhat lesson (or should have) the 
hard way in two world wars. We 
know that preparedness is the 
best form, of security pending the 
arrival of the happy day when 
mankind will subscribe 
to 
the 


tenets of the Sermon 
on 
the 


Mount. 


About The Cost 


Of course it's natural that the 


average citizen should be anxious 
about the heavy cost of support- 
ing the alliance. For example the 
White House announced yester- 
day that President Truman will 
send to congress Monday a pro- 
posed program or foreign military 
aid ta back up the Atlantic pact. 
It 1.= understood that the proposed 
authorization will be for $1,450,- 
^ 00,000 for foreign military aid, of 
which $1,130,000,000 would go to 
America's 
associates 
in 
the 


Atlantic treaty. 


However, our past war experi- 


ence—and it 
has 
been 
tough 


during the last generation—has 
demonstrated that preparedness is 
the cheapest form 
of security. 


Apropos of the question of re- 
viving Europe and Asia Tor peace, 
President Truman had tnis to say 
ir 
an 
extemporaneous 
foreign 


policy speech at a £hnne dinner 
in Chicago last Tuesday: 


"And 
I am saying to you: 


•Which is better, to spend three or 
four or five billions a year for 
peace, or to 
spend

bilP.on dollars a year for another 
war?" 


There would seem to be only one 


answer to that cogent question, 
It's cheaper to ensure peace than 
to go to war.

ditched because of defeat of bills 
to extend the sales tax. 


Although he did not mention 


the Democratic governor by name. 
Kennelly's remarks made public 
for the first time the long-report- 
ed differences of opinion between 
the two party leaders. 


Kennelly said Illinois cities and 


especially Chicago 
should 
have 


been voted state cash grants out 
of surplus funds, or from already 
available state tax 
revenue, to 


help cities solve their red ink 
problems. 


Orders Were Issued 


But he said that "orders were 


issued" that the 
city 
aid 
bill 


should not be called for a vote in 
the senate after the senate de- 
feated the bills to broaden the 
base of the sales tax. 


These orders went from Steven- 


"on's office to his senate leaders. 


In Springfield, Stevenson said 


he is "rather surprised" by Ken- 
nellly's statement. The governor 
said he had always considered the 
city aid plan 
was dependent up- 


on enactment of the sales tax ex- 
tension bills. 


The city aid plan passed the 


house but 'was thrown in the sen- 
ate waste basket by Democratic 
leaders after the Republican-con- 
trolled senate defeated the bills 


to increase the sales tax by $50,- 
000,000 for two years. 


Stevenson and 
his 
assembly 


leaders, had said the $34,000,000 in 
per capita cash grants they plan- 
ned for cities could be paid only 
cut of the anticipated extra $50,- 
000,000. 


The city grants would have been 


used by cities to help pay their 
police, fire and health expenses. 


Tells of Spending 


Kennelly told the council that 


state spending

said "at no time was state aid to 
cities contingent or dependent up-' 
on any extension of sales or any 
other taxes."

?bout and hearing about for the 
past couple of years. 


"As a matter of fact. I thought 


it would be one of the first claims 
on that surplus, which after all.

taxes collected by the state from 
he people of the communities." 


Surplus Earmarked 


Stevenson, during the recently 


adjourned legislative session, said 
hat much of the surplus was al- 
•eady earmarked and that the 
ncreasing costs of state govern- 
ment and new demands on it for 
various services had forced him 
G prepare a record high billion 
and a quarter dollar budget of 
'precarious balance." 


To add the cities aid plan, he 


said, he needed extra sales tax 
ncome. 


Kennelly, however said: 
"In my opinion, not many items 


n the state budget could rate a 
preference over the state's obliga- 
:ion to return to the cities and 
communities a share of the excess 
pvenues collected from the peo- 
ple of those communities."
